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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

2. Claims 25,29,31 ,33-35.38-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stacey 

et ai. patent no. 6.018.008. 

As shown in the abstract below Stacey teaches a monomer compound having a perfluorinated 
cyclohexyl ring with an acrylate group. The compound has a second monomer, (b) below, that is 
a {me)acrylate derivative having a vinyl group. Compound (a) is also shown below.

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As to the resist claims: The claims have only the polymer of claim 25 with no other reagents, thus, 
the polymer is used to reject claims 38-45. 

As to the limitation of the adsorption coefficient at 1 57 nm, it is the examiner's position that 
because the polymer in Stacey reads on the fluorlnated alicyclic polymer compound claimed in the instant 
application the polymer compound in Stacey inherently has the adsorption coefficient claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 26,28,32 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
Intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: Stacey 
does not teach the alicyclic ring is a polycycle such as adamantane or that the second monomer has an 
acid soluble group. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 27,30,35,36-38 are 
allowed. Stacey does not teach the alicyclic group has a hydrophilic group, that the alicyclic group is 
derived from a vinyl ether or a compound having formula 1 wherein the alicyclic ring is a fluorinated 
adamantly group.
